DRYOURING FLAMES. 


Huta, Que., June 6.—A moat disastrous 
fire out to-day in the town hall from 
the burning stump of a cigar, which had 
been thrown away by some one attending 

a sitting of the police court there. With 
lightning rapidity it spread through the 
building, which burned like match wood. 
In a short time the magnificent Catholic 


church valued a $150,000 was totally de- 
atroyed. Onward in its maddening race, 
the fire marched, clearing all before it un- 
til it reached the convent, oye of the best 
institutions in the locality, which it speed- 
ily destroyed. diany pupils lost their ail.
